Apology 

for delay 
in tunnels 
refurb 

THE Royal Borough of Greenwich has 
apologised for what it called "unacceptable 
delays" to refurbishment work on the 
Greenwich and Woolwich foot tunnels and has 
undertaken to restore the river crossing back 
to full public use following a full review of the 
project at a Cabinet meeting last week. 
Refurbishment of the both the tunnels has 
been ongoing since 201 0. However the project 
has suffered severe delays and has resulted in 
the council changing contractors to facilitate 
the completion of the work. 

Councillor Denise Hyland, cabinet member 
for regeneration, enterprise and skills said: 
"The Royal Borough of Greenwich shares the 
frustration of pedestrians and cyclists over the 
time taken to complete this project and, whilst 
both tunnels remain open, we apologise for 
the unacceptable delays to this work. 

"We are currently taking legal advice from a 
firm of specialist construction lawyers on the 
best route to recover the additional costs from 
the contractors. 

"The council is also in the process of procuring 
a new contractor to complete the project and 
we have publicly stated that we will disclose 
the full extent of the costs once we have 
received bids from all interested parties. 

She added: "Our overriding priority is to ensure 
that the works are completed as quickly as 
possible so that these important river crossings 
can be restored to full use."

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply?

First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme.

Find your applicant number 

It will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Royal Borough 
of Greenwich about the new scheme.
